It consumers would exorcise a little 


common sense they would know that a 
merchant cannot thrive who professes to 
sell his wares below their cost. If this 
is his rule of business, it lasts but n brio 
period; ft crash follows and honest cred 
itors nra swindled out of their money. Il 
is u well established fact thnt tho ' mer- 
chant who makes a fair profit on ovorj 
article ho places on sale can afford to 
sell liis goods cheaper thau tho ouo who 
oirers a portion of his goods below cost, 
and then puts additional profit on the re- 
mainder.

cant, below tUoir value and to canal 
prohts, placing thirty per cent, extra 
on otbem, IB B species of business rivalry 
that ia injurious to regular trade in any 
community. It u a merchant's duty to 
realize a reasonablqcdvance on every ar- 
ticle he soils, as it ia only in this way 
tb&t he can expect to succeed and pay 
his obligations. This, of course, does 
not apply to the styles thut are out of 
season, or to stock on hand that may bo 
moro or less unsalable, tho distribution 
of which can only bo madu through con- 
cessions from the regular prices. 


Tno rivalry in the retail trade is more 


activo thau in the wholesale, and the 
practice of selling belowcostis, therefore, 
more general. There is less excuse, also 
for this course to be pursued among job- 
bers, as they are generally men having 
long experience in mercantile affairs, and 
are not ignorant of the sound methods 
of dealing.
